CONGRESSIONAL MISCELLANY. 


Pleuro-Pneum Shia Legislation— Anti-Mor- 
mon Movements—Briefs. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. %.—[Special.]— 
President Dewitt Smith of the National Catt lo- 
Growers’ Association is bere to secure pleuro- 
pneumonia legisiation. Other members of the 
delegation appointed for the purpose are ex- 
pected in a day or two. Mr. Smith said tonight 
they would ask the passage of the bill whicn 
bas been before the last two Congresses, giv- 
ing the Commissioner of Agriculture power to 
condema and kill the infected catile. If this 
bill were passed they would want an appropri- 
ation of $500,000 to carry it into effect the first 
year. The indorsement in the President's 
message will, itis thought, strengthen the 
cattiemen in their demands. Western mem- 
bers are nearly ail in favor ot legislation. The 
bitch is in the House Agricultural Commit- 
tee. Chairman Hatch of that committee has 
been censured because it was claimed the 
cattlemen’s bill didn’t meet bis ideas, and he 
proposed to have a measure of his own. Last 
session they cbarged him witb keeping the bill 
in committee till there was no chance for its 
consideration. During the recess some of the 
associations passed resolutions denouncing bis 
course. At present Mr. Hatch is anxious to 
get a hearm for his bili to establish a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Labor. The House 
wouldn't listen to this today, but he is likely 
to insist on pressing it to a vote, and this won't 
leave much time for pleuro-poeumonia. Pres- 
ident Smith declares that Illinois bas suffered 
to the amount of $16,000,000 durme the last 
twelve months by the quarantine of other 
States against its cattle and in numerous in- 
direct losses from its pleuro-pneumonia scares. 

Chairman Tucker of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee made the first move towards anti-Mormon 
legislation today by nis resolution fixing Dec. 
14 for the consideration of the amended Sen- 
ate Anti-Polygamy bill. The resolution went 
on the calendar, and it will probably be after 
that date before it can be called up. The ob- 
ject of Mr. Tucker was to give notice that the 
Judiciary Committee would press a hearing 
for its measure. This is not pleasant news for 
the Mormon lobby, but its members will make 
a desperate fight just the same. The conven- 
lent title ot counsel,”” which enables the lobby 
to melude within its ranks ex-Cubinet members 
and others of well-knewn reputation, gives a 
cloak of respectability for the Mormon mis 
sionaries whose missionary efforts just now are 
bent toward Congressmen with pliable con- 
victions. Opposed to these are Messrs. C. W. 
Bennett and R. W. Baskin, the committee ap- 
pointed by the Gentilés of Utah to represent 
them at the National Capital. Baskin is a 
Democrat and Bennett is a Republican, so that 
the question of politics cannot be raised. Kate 
Field is also on band to fight the battie of the 
Utah women. The House amendments to the 
Senate bill are mainly for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the property rights of the Mormons as 
citizens 60 clearly that no one can confound 
the uprooting ot polygamy witb an attack on 
vested rights. If the bill gets through the 
House there is little doubt that the Senate will 
concur in the amendments. 


Dakota's Affairs. 

A delegation of Dakota people is here to urge 
the passage by the House of the Senate bill 
opening up a portion of the Big Sioux Keserva- 
tion to settlement. There is absolutely no op- 
position to this bill, and if a little zest could 
be infused into the Chairman of tue Indian 
Committee it cou.d de passed before te holi 
days. The Indian Committee bas as a special 
continuing order a day for its business, and 
the Sioux Reservation bill is admitted to be the 
most important business. All that is now 
needed is not to let other special orders push 
aside the Indian Committee’s claims. 

There was no appointment of a Governor of 
Dakota today, but rumor continues to point 
to Churéh as the coming man. Smith Weed 
and others of bis New York friends are on the 
ground, and against these M. H. Day does not 
seem to make much beadway. 

Hughitt and the President. 

Marvin 8. Hughitt, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railroad and Presi- 
dent of the Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul & 
Omaba Road. called upon the President today 
and asked for an order allowmg tis road the 
right of way through the Fort Meade military 
reservation in the Black Hilis district. Theor- 
eticaily the power to grant this vermission is 
vested in the Presideat, but be firmly refused 
to grant Mr. Hughitt’s request. The latter re- 
tired from the White House, asserting that he 
would go to Congress for the permission. This 
be promptly did, for within two hours after be 
left the White House Mr. Williem L. Scott of 
Pennsylvania introduced in the House a bill 
to grant the desired right of way through the 
Fort Meade reservation to the Fremont, Elk- 
born & Missouri Valley Road, under which 
name this branch of Mr. Hughitt’s road is or- 
ganized.

BOARD OF TRADE SUSPENSIONS. 


W. R. Harvey Gets a Year—Adverse Decis- 
jon in Crosby's Case. 
The directors of the Board of Trade were in 
session yesterday from 3 until 6 and again 
from 7 until 10 p. m., hearing the charges pre- 
ferred against W. S. Crosby and W. R. Harvey 
&Co. The charge against Crosby was a viola- 
tion of the put and call regulation. which 
went into effect the 26th of November. He 
was found guilty as charged, and was sus- 
pended Yor fifteen days. Unusual interest 
was manifested in this case, because his viola- 
tion of the board regulation was aiso a viola- 


tion of State law covering the same 
point, for which the penalty has 
been fixed at $1,000 fine or one 


year’s imprisonment at Joliet, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. The fact that the di- 
rectors of the Board of Trade have suspended 
him for fifteen days ‘s only presumptive evi- 
dence of guliit, and before any one can be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment or fined a reguiar trial 
in a court of law wall dave to take place. A 
prosecution for the violation of the statute in 
question rests with the State’s Attorney, and 
it is ontional with bim to take it up. An in- 
formation can also be lodged with the Decem- 
ber grand jury and the case brought into me 
courts regardless of the State's Attorney's 
wishes in the matter. 

The case against W. . Harvey, who is al- 
ready under suspension, was evidently a seri- 
ous one in the estimation of the directors, as 
four out of tne five charges preferred were 
sustained, and be was given a year’s suspen- 
sion. beginning at the expiration Of the sus- 
pension he is now under, whico will result in 
keeping him out of the Board of Trade until 
Dec. 26, 1887. The charges in Harvey's case 
were to the effect that he had fleeced 
the very men whom he should bave 
protected at all bazards. These men were 
those who went to bim and confessed their in- 
ability to judge the market, and, placing a roll 
ot bills in his hands, simply iostructed him to 
invest, his own judgment to govern in the 
matter of buying or gelling. 

The perfected charges in Crittenden’s case 
come up next Tuesday, and it is believed by 
those claiming to be posted that he also will be 
suspended for one year.

REASONS WHY HE WAS EXPELLED 
THE SECRET BROTHERHOOD. 


He Is Accused of Consorting with Lawless 
and Criminal Persons—His Connection 
with Phelan and the Plots Against En- 
gland Asserted— 4 Bank Examiner 
Asked to Resign that His Place May Be 
Taken by Another—A Wall Street Firm 
in Trouble. 


New York, Dec. 7.—O’Donovan-Rossa, who 
was recently deposed from the leadership of 
the Fenian Brotherhood, having declared in bis 
paper and in published interviews that be bad 
declined to attend the convention at which the 
deposition took place because he had already 
decided to cut loose from it and follow a dif- 
ferent hne of policy in connection with the 
United Irishmen, the Fenian Brotherhood 
have broken the seal of secrecy which 
has heretofore been put upon their 
proceedings, and have issued a long address to 
their friends on the subject. The address ac- 
cuses Rossa of faisebood, treachery, insubor- 
dination, and many other crimes against the 
order. They assert that be not ouly attended 
the convention, but for the first in a long 
time paid up his dues so that he could appear 


in good standing; that be packed the conven- 
tion by getting his friends in on proxies; that 
these friends, when they ned the facts, de- 
nounced him; that he sent other friends, not in 
good standing in the order, who did the same 
when apprised of the facts; and that he was 
thereupon unanimously bounced. The let- 
ter continues as follows: 

O’Donovan-Rossa says he will still work with 
the good men of the Fenian Brotherhood. 
The oniy bad men whoever got into the secrets 
of the brotherhood since the days of the trio of 
wretches, Corydon, Massy, and Nagle, were his 
(O’Donovan-Rossa’s) special friends, “Red 
Jim” MeDermott and Phelan of Kansas 
City. Against the express commands of 
the Council he took Phelan to his heart and 
made arrangements whereby Phelan could meet 
skirmishing agents within the jurisdiction of 
English law. On his own responsibility alone 
©’ Donovan-Rossa entered into and kept up nego- 
tiations with the woman Dudley. No misfortune 
has befallen the brotherhood of late years for 
which O Donovan-Rossa is not personally respon- 
sible. Rossa has again and again declined to ac- 
count for the skirmishing fund,” and still holds 
the key to the postoffice box to which it has been 
the custom to address contributions to that fund 
since 1865. 


Urging the Irish League to Action. 

At the meeting of the Municipa! Council of 
tne Irish National League in Justice Kelly's 
court-room this evening a letter from Dr. Eu- 
ward Maione of Brooklyn, the State delegate 
for New York, copies of which will be dis- 
tributed to all the branches, was presented 
and read. The letter is designed to bring the 
appeal recently issued by Joun Fitzgerald. the 
National President of the League, fora re 
newal of activity amoaog the branches, to the 
special attention of the organizauon in the 
State. : 

Roderick Kennedy, President of Branch No. 
139, said he was tired of the inaction and apathy 
manitested by the league while evictions were 
occurring daily in Ireland. His branch had 
empowered him to say that it a. least would 
not remain passive any longer. Jeremiah B. 
Murphy of the same branch said tha the 
tyrancy of the league over the people in Ire- 
land was almost as bad as that of the English 
Government. The people bad been so die- 
ciplined into submission by the league that 
they dad not the epirit to rise under 
what they would not have endured in 
past times. The money spent in banquet 
halis and in London bad heiped the Irish 
cause very little. He did not believe in the 
Council's tendering a dinner to Micbae! Davitt, 
nor did he think Mr. Davitt was of the 
banquet-loving kind. Members of the league 
bad been forced to stand idie long enaugh 
with their bands hanging by their sides. Now 
it was time to send over money and men and 
whatever else would be of practical service. 

James J. Farrell, Vice-? resident of the Coun- 
cil and Presicent of the Home-Ruie Club, said 
it was out of order to discuss the propriety of 
banqueting Mr. Davitt. The Council bad al- 
ready determined to do that by an almost unan- 
imous vote, and Mr. Murpby himseltr bad been 
one of those who origivaliy voted in favor of 
the proposition. The Council could not go back 
on its decision now. Thomas Kennealy of the 
Fitth Ward branch thought this hurling of 
warfare and dynamit@at Engiand from a safe 
position on this side of the Atlantic very 
childish and cowardly. The people of Ireland 
themselves did not complain of the slavery Mr. 
Murphy spoke of. Some ot the loud-mouthed 
dynamiters would sing pretty low if they were 
on the other side within the grasp of English 
law. If the growlers did not like the league's 
policy they should either leave it or keep their 
discontent to themselves. 


Scriba Asked to Kesign. 

A. M. Seriba, the National-Bank Examiner, 
has been asked to resign his position by Will- 
iam M. Trenboim, Controller of the Currency. 
It is stated that the circumstances under which 
this demand was made are of a kind to stamp 
the cuse a6 a most remarkable instance ot an 
utter defiance of the principies of a reformed 
or even a proper civil service. Mr. Scriba bas 
been in the National-banking service for four- 
teen years. Prior tp his appointment be was a 
banker. For twelve years ne acceptably filled 
the post of Assistant Bank Examiner. In 
1883 he was promoted to the head of tbis 
branch of the service. Nov. 29 Controller 
Trenbolm sent Mr. Scriba a letter telling him 
to resign. He had no fault to find with Mr. 
Scriba, but said the pilave was wanted for a 
personal friend, or one whom be knew. Mr. 
Scriba replied, referring to his services ren- 
dered, and asking that the matter might be 
held in abeyance until prominent parties m 
New York could be beard from. Bankers and 
others here bave taken up the question, and 
are circulating a petition for Mr. Scriba’s re- 


tention. 
Duff Wants His Millions. 

Wall street was partiy depopulated today, 
for many ot its most prominent business-men 
spent the day in the special term of the Su- 
preme Court, where the suitof William J. 
Hutchinson against the Stock Exchange is on 
trial before Jndge Van Brunt. Hutchinson 
went into Wall street with little money; he 
went out with several millions of dollars. He 
was a member of the firm of Kennedy, Hutch- 
inson & Co., which bad John K. Duff of Boston 
as ite main client for several years. Witha 
fortune of about $3,000,008 Mr. Duff began 
to operate in certain stocks which be 
desirea to control. In some way that 
be could not understand at (first he 
grew poor and his firm of brokers grew rich. 
But the way of this exchange of financial con- 
ditions finally became apparent to him. It was 
that bis brokers operated in stocks in a man- 
ner exactly opposed to bis operations. He was 
never allowed to see their books, and cooked-up 
reports were made to him. When he had 
found out this Mr. Duff made a charge on the 
brokers, and they paid him nearly a wiilion 
dollars. He was satisfied for a time. Then he 
made a new charge, and sued William J. 
Hutchinson as the contriver and main benefi- 
ciary af the scheme for plucking bim. His 
suit was for $1,000,000. :

YERKES AND DEARBORN STREET. 


Collapse of the Union Street Railway Com- 
pany—What Yerkes Wants. 

The Dearborn Street Union Railway Com- 
pany, the organizathon gotten up by the prop- 
erty-owners who proposed to construct a rail- 
way and lease it to the old companies, wil 
perbaps never be heard of again. Commis- 
sioners were selected to incorporate the com- 
pany, Mr. Lezarus Silverman prepared the 
application, and the necessary permission was 
obtained. It was discovered, however, that 
the document called for the construction of 
rallways in all parts of the city. This was 
more than the property-owners contemplated 
when they signed the agreement for the right 
of way, and some who didn’t want to go into 
the scheme got up avother application, limit- 
ing the company to Dearborn street. The new 
application was handed to Mr. Silverman with 
a request that be send it to Springfield with 
the old permit, which was canceled. He never 
did so, and hence the company was not organ- 
ized. A petition is now im circulation witb the 
view of turning over the street to the North 
Bide company, which has promised to con- 
struct a bridge over the river. Joel Bigelow 
is pushing this scheme. 

“When Mr. Rehm was in the management 
of the North Side company,” said be, I ap- 
plied to him with the view of inducing that 
company to extend its lines upon Dearborn 
street—to turn in from Washimeten and go as 
far south as Polk. He told me the company 
had no rights in we South Division, and would 
have to get them from the South Side compa- 
ny. He bad several conferences with Mr. 
Holmes on the subject, and, 1 understood, 
could only get limited accommodations, while 
I wanted full accommodations in order to 
bring the North Side people further south, to 
get theirtrade. The matter was dropped then, 
but nas been revived since Mr. Yerkes came 
in, and several conferences have been had with 
him with the view of getting the company to 
construct a bridge over the river and run horse- 
cars and cable-cars as far south as Polk, to con- 
nect with the North Side lines at Kinzje street. 
It requires the signatures of the owners of a 
majority of the frontage to grant the right of 
way; and consent is to De given upon condi- 
tion that Mr. Yerkes will build the bridge, 
which he is willing to do. The company has 
to construct a double bridge at Wells street, 
and will move the present one to Ded born 
street and put it up, or build anew bridge, 
whichever the Council may direct, at its own ex- 
pense. I understand the Northwestern Railroad 
people are favorable and will help build a via- 
duct over tneir tracks.”

| SCORED BY THE JUDGE. 


GOULD, DILLON, SAGE, AND HUM- 
PHREYS UNDER GRESHAM’S LASH. 


Intricacies of the Muddled Affairs of the 
Wabash—Queer Kelations of the Road 
with the Elisworth Coal Company—A 
Receiver for the Lines iu Illinois to Be 
Appointed, Humphreys and Tutt Being 
Ousted—The Court Protecting the Rights 
of the Minority. 


Judge Gresham yesterday morning delivered 
a long and abie opinion in the motion for 
separate receivers in the Wabash case, in 
which he scored Jay Gould, Sidney Dillon, 
Russell Sage, and Solon Humpbreys in very 
severe terms. The origina) suit was filed in 
St. Louis in May, 1884, by the Wabash Road 
itself, asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver, and Solon Humpureys and Thomas K. 
Tutt were appointed, and their confirmation 
was ratified by Judge Gresham on an ancillary 
bill being filed here soon after. The trustees 
in the consolidated mortgage then filed a bill 
to foreclose at St. Louis, under which a decree 
was entered last spring foreclosing the general 
trust 
bid in 
by a purebading committee. Some time 
afterward some bondholders filed a bill before 
Judge Gresbam to foreclose a mortgage issued 
Feb. 1, 1867, by one of the consolidating cor- 
porations for $2,601,000, covering Unes in Ohio, 
Indiana, and lilinois, except the Chicago Di- 
vision, and also to foreclose & mortgage made 
May 17, 1879, on the main line, except the Chi- 
cago Division, to secure $1,600,000 of bonds. 
Still later a bili was filed to foreciose tne mort- 
gage for $4,500,000 on the Chicago Division. 

The Judge in deciding the case said it was 
shown there was $4,400,000 back interest due 
on the mortgages of 1867 and 1879 ana the ten 
Other sectional mortgages. The main line, not 
including the Chicago Division, made in 1885, 
over and above taxes and expenses, $600,000, a 
large portion of which was used in paying 
losses On some of the non-remunerative lines 
in the system. In 1883 the Wabash leased its 
lines east and west of the Mississippi 
River to the Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway, which was owned 
by the Missouri Pavific Railroad. In May, 
1884, the latter gave notice that it had been 
running the Wabash at a loss of $4,000,000. 
The Wabash at that time had about $3,000,000 
of floating indebtedness evidenced by notes, 
on which Humpbreys, Gould, Dillon and Sage 
were liable as indorsers. A meeting of those 
parties, together with Hopkins, all stockbold- 
ers and directors in tne Missouri Pacific or 
lron Mountain Road, was held in New York 
and they decided that stepa should immediate- 
ly be taken for the appointment of a receiver. 
Under this agreement the bill was filed at St. 
Louis. May 30 the Wabash Company filed a 
petition representing that it had about $2,300,- 
000 of promissory notes outstanding, some of 
which would soon mature, ana that these notes 
were indorsed by “sundry individuals of high 
credit and financial standing.” The names 
of none of these parties but Humphreys ap- 
peared in the petition, being withheld be- 
cause of the personal inconvenience and in- 
jury which migut result to them from the pub- 
licity given to their business affairs.’” That 
petition asked that receivers’ certificates 
might be issued by the receivers to take up 
the notes as they fell due, and an order was 
made to that effect the same day at St. Louis. 
It was provided, nowever, that such receivers’ 
certificates should not have any priority of 
lien. The receivers were also authorized to 
continue the New York offices of the road and 
to pay the salaries of the Presideut and Vice- 
President, which had been done at a heavy ex- 
pense. June 1 an order was entered authoriz- 
ing the issue ot $2,000,000 of receivers’ certiti- 
cates to pay claims for labor and supplies 
furnished before the appointment of the 
receivers and while the road was in the bands 
of the Missouri Pacific. Those certificates were 
lien on the road. The road was sold 
April 28, 1886, for $625,000 and tne sale con- 
firmed June 15, but it was provided that any 
deficit on account of receivers’ indebtedness 
should be paid by the purchasing committee. 

Sept. 21 last two important orders were 
made, one directing that from the surplus over 
and above the operating expenses the receivers 
might pay such interest coupons or boods se- 
cured by mortgages superior in right to the 
mortgages foreciosed as they might be re- 
quested by the purchasers at the sale to pay. 
The other order provided that if the purchas- 
ing committee bought any claims against tne 
property of the road they should be subro- 
gated to the rights of the oriinal boiders of 
the claims. Prior to this, June 1, the pur- 
chasing committee issued au address asking 
the holders of bonds secured by senior section- 
al mortgages to conseut to scaling their inter- 
est to 5 per cent, and waive for three years 
tneir right to foreclose. They urged the im- 
portance of codperation, and represented that 
the lines west of the Mississippi River were 
not heavily in debt and could be operated at a 
sarge profit, and that the entire system could 
be more profitabiy operated together than 
when divided. It was also represented that 
the floating dept was $4,000,000, and car-trust 
debt $3,196,000, all of which was a prior lien to 
the various mortgages. Bondholders were 
warned that if they did not accept these prop- 
ositions and attempted to tiorsciose their 
mortgages the litigation would be long and ex- 
pensive. A large majority agreed to this ar- 
rangement, but the holders of over $4,000,000 
deciined the terms offered by the pur 
chasing committee and insisted upon their 
rights as senior creditors. , . At a meet- 
ing of bondholders at New York Aug. 12 it 
was distinotly stated by persons who were act- 
ive in advocating the purchasing committee's 
sebeme that the floating indebtedness of over 
$4,000,000 had been adjudged by the court to 
have precedence of all the mortgages, and that 
no interest would be paid until that indebted- 
ness had been discharged or provided for. In 
addressing that meeting Mr. Joy, President of 
the Wabash Company. and one of the pur- 
chasing committee, said: ‘We have got $4,- 
000,000. We can relieve you of that debt. 
Now, if we do not relieve you of it, if you get 
into litigation, we cannot use that $4,000,000. 
Some of these underlym securities baye got 
to pay it. There is no escape from that. 
Where will M come from? The fourth mort- 
gage I am sure cannot pay for it. The last 
two mortgages cannot afford to pay it. It is 
as much as they amount to aimost, They will 
sink down on you, and you will ali feel the 
weigbt of it, even to the first security.” Sept. 
27 O. D. Ashley, Secretary of the purchasing 
committee, but whose salary it might be no- 
ticed was promptly paid by the receivers out 
of the earnings of tne road, issued a circular 
threatening the obstinate bondbolders with 
the most expensive litigation they had known 
if they did not agree to the funding scheme. 

The Judge continued; 

The decree of foreclosure, fairly interpreted, 
required the purchasers to pay all claims against 
the ——— The purchasing committee bid 
off the property for the stockholders and junior 
bondholders, including Humphreys, whose inter- 
ests are in opposition to the views and interests 
of the bondholders who have refused to accept 
the funding scheme. The orders of Sept. 21 were 
obtained by the purchasing committee or by the 
persons whom that committee represented; those 
orders so far changed the terms of the sale and 
the order of confirmation as to allow the earn- 
ings in the hands of the receivers which were 
covered by the underlying mortgages to be used 
in payment of coupons belonging to bondholders 
who assented to the funding scheme, while the 
same right was denied to non-assenting bond- 
holaers, and permitted the purchasing commit- 
tee to keep alive receivers’ certificates amount- 


ing to $4,000,000 against the non-assen bond- 
holders. 
It was stated at the argument of motion 


by one of the counsel for the purchasing commit- 
tee that under these orders the receivers would 
pay such coupons as might be selected for pay- 
ment by the purchasing committee, while no in- 
terest would be paid to non-assenting stockhold-

Gould, 
Dillon, Sage, Humphrers, and Ridgeley were 
men of é@trict integrity if their interests in the 
coal property bad not improperly influenced 
their action as directors of the Wabash. A 
court would not enforce a secret contract for 
rebate on freight paid toa rgiroad company. 
To the extent of his interest in the coal 
company, Humpbreys allowed a rebate to bim- 
self. receivers claimed the immense debt 
on the road was caused by the unremunerative 
rates obtained for treight—nine and a half 
mills per ton—and yet it appeared the road had 
been carrying coal to Chicago for the Elisworth 
Coal Company at a much lower rate than this. 

The Judge said: 

It is insisted for the purchasing committee and 
the receivers that when the Wabash bill was filed 
at St. Louis and the court there appeal re- 
ceivers it acquired a primary and paramount 

urisdiction over the Wabash property and sys- 

throughout its length and breadth, and that 

all persons, including creditors whose bonds are 
seoured by senior sectional mortgages on prop- 
erty no part of which is in the State of Missouri, 
must go to that court to enforce their rights and 
liens, and that no other court can remove the re- 
ceivers. If by the mere force of its own orders 
the court at St. Louis acquired legal custody of 
the res, the entire Wabash property, it would be 
alike the — and the pleasure of this court to 
aid that court in the exercise of its primary juris- 
diction; but thisjcourt feelg obliged to take 
a different view of its duty and the law. 
Receivers 1 by one jurisdietion are not 
entitled as ir right to 
jurisdictions. A court of equity could not acquire 
extra territorial jurisdiction over property b 
appointing receivers. The four indorsers consti- 
tuted a majority of the Executive Committee at 
the New York meeting and — caused the 
bill to be filed intending to here e large in- 
debtness for which they were liable made a 
charge on the Wabash property prior to the 
mortgages.

Receivers should, the Judge continued, be im-

A TURMOIL IN THE WHEAT-PIT. 


The Boom Gets a Biack Eye—Causes of the 
Deciipne. a 

The boom in wheat received a black eve ven- 
terday on the Board of Trade.. Indeed since 
Saturday the market had shown signs ot weak- 
ness. Yesterday this culminated in a decline 
which carried prices down one and one 
halt cents, the May option, on which 
speculation was mostly concentrated, sell- 
ing off from 86%c to 84X%@84XK%c, and 
finally closing at 850. A great excitement 
accompanied the decline, the old stagers being, 
if anything, more affected than the Grangers 
who had come to town to witness prices climb 
and wo were present on the floor in respect- 
able numbers. Fora time during the latter 
part of the morning and during most of the 
afternoon sessions the turmoil in the pit was 
wndescrivable. Every broker appeared pro- 
vided with selling orders and influenced with 
a desire to execute them quicker than usual. 

The causes of the break were variously 
given. It wus said that the market had been 
unsupported; that the country had finished 
buying; that receipts were being stimulated by 
the rapid advauce; that foreign markets had 
not responded. The principal influence, how- 
ever, seemed to be the impression that the big, 
strong hoiders had thrown their wheat. This 
was vehemently denied by their friends, and 
counter assertions made that instead of selling 
any the big men had bought more during the 
day and were in to stay. The banks were kept 
busy making out margin certificates. The 
“call” was said to be the heaviestin many 
days. A good deal of wheat owned by country 
men was forced out owing to their failure to 
respond to margins, and brokers admitted that 
they bad executed plenty of stop orders.“ 
The decline was a disappointment to the com- 
mission houses. 80 peculiarly constituted is 
the outside speculator that nothing but a bull 
market will tempt him. After months of ab- 
sence he came in witha rush iast week, and 
commission offices straightway took on a dif- 
ferent appearance. Indications pointed strong- 
ly toa bull market for several weeks, to bis 
presence for some time to come, and a conse- 
quently merrier Christmas for the brokers. 

The majority of them, however, were hope- 
ful that the decline was only a natural reac- 
uon after too rapid an advance, and that 
wheat was not going to sleep again. 


THE UNITED STATES OUT OF COURT. 


Suit Against the Bell Telephone Company 
Dismissed on Motion of the Government. 

CoLumsBus, O., Dec. 7.—ISpeeial.I— The Bell 
Telephone suit was fihally disposed of as far 
as the United States court in Ohio is con 
cerned today by Judges Jackson and Sage. 
Among the attorneys present when the final 
entry was made were Solicitor-General Jenks, 
Judge Allen G. Thurman, ex-Senator MoDon- 
ald, the Hon. C. 8. Whitman, ex-Solicitor 
Goode, J. J. Storrow of Boston, and the Hon, 
A. F. Perry of Cincinnati, Judge Thurman in the 
beginning stated that the Government had ex- 
pected to try the case on its merits, and had 
endeavored to doso. A consultation of the 
Government attorneys had been held, and 
after looking over the ground and considering 
it well they bad come to the conclusion that it 
would be best to file a motion to dismiss their 
bill.

Prince- Regent Luitpold in Berlin— Relations 
with Austria. 

Berry, Dec. 7.—[|Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—Prince- Regent Luitpola 
arrived here a few minutes after 10 today by 
special train.

A decree of the Minister for the Colonies in 
the Gazetle today regulates and determines *he 
assistance the Government will give to socie- 
ties which promote free immigration into Cuba. 
The Government will pay the whole cost of 
transport for Spanish immigrants and their 
families from Spain and the adjacent 
isles to Cuba. It will pay the cost 
of passage of only free foreign 
immigrants from Burope and Africa to Cuba, 
and will grant $40 to each free immigrant 
from Asia and Oceanica. Special favor will 
be shown by the authorities in Cuba to white 
immigrants ana Spanish-born immigcrants 
from Spain or Hispano-American countries. 
After one year’s residence white immigrants 
will enjoy the same privileges as time as ex- 
pired soldiers settiing in Cuba. The above 
assistance will not exceed the sums allotted in 
the budget for encouraging immigration.

Joe Gruenhut ‘said: “The President had the 
grandest opportunity for years to suggest some- 
thing for the laboring people. He did not do it. 
His message shows him to be a big coward. He 
had achance to recommend measures for the 
amelioration of the lives of workingmen and to 
curb capital, but he simply gave us a few worth- 
less generalities. His party will go out of power 
with him if they do not show themselves worthy 
of the labor vote.” 


THE REPORT OF SECRETARY MANNING. 


The Chicago Bankers Unanimously Postpone 
Its Reading. 

The bankers of the city yesterday came to 
one of the most remarkable agreements on 
record without a previous consultation. It 
was with reference to che selection of a time 
for reading the annual report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and digesting the several 
recommendations therein contained. Without 
an exception all of them postponed a perusal 
of the document until last night, and as a 
consequence note of them could yesterday 
express an opinion touching its merits or de- 
merits, as the case may be. Another remark- 
abie feature of the agreement was 
the cbaracter of the answers in re 
ply to Taunus reporters“ questions. 
Haven't read the report yet, but will do so to- 
nicht.“ was almost the precise phraseology of 
each and every one, Jolin R. Waish was going 
to read it in big type under the gaslicht; H. 
F. Eames meant to peruse it in the evening and 
sleep upon its several recommendations; D. B. 
Dewey would take the evening for its perusal, 
as would also D. W. Irwin. Banker Kawson 
would read it under the glimmering agaslignht, 
while Isaac J. Lombard would postpone 
it until evening. W. C. D. Grannis in- 
tended taking tne quiet of the evening 
for the reading, and H. G. Foreman 
was going to do likewise. B. Loewenthal 
would peruse it in the privacy of his room and 
D. H. Tolman ditto. J. O. Ritter and Charles 
F. Grey intended waiting for the shades of 
evening, as did also George Schneider. Lyman 
J. Gage had put off the reading for evenmg, 
and likewise J. J. P. Odeli and President 
Wheeler. Several of the bankers were out of 
town, and the presumption is that they also 
deferred the reading till the rush and bustle 
of business for the day were over. 


FEDERATION OF TRADES. 


The Annual Session Opened at Columbus— 
Union with the Knights Discussed. 

Co_umsBus, O., Dec. 7.—(Special.|—The sixth 
annua! session of the Federation of Organized 
Trade and Labor Unions of the United States 
and Canada began its session here today. P. 
J. Maguire, President of tne Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, bas bad a conference 
with Grand Master-Workman Powderly relative 
to the proposed terms of the amalgamation 
with the Knights ot Labor, but the details wil 
not be known untli the meeting of the trades- 
union conference tomorrow. 

There was a healthy opposition to the idea of 
union with tne Knights developed in the ses- 
sion today, and it is certain that the result 
cannot be reached without a hard and bitter 
fight on the part ot its advocates. After a 
spirited discussion it was agreed that no re- 
porters for the daily press would be allowed 
to attend the meetings of the body. The elec- 
tion of officers resulteg: 

J. W. Smith of National Tailors’ Union, Chair- 
man; J. L. Wright of International Typograph- 
ical Union, Vice-Chairman; John S. Kirchner of 
International Cigar Union, Secretary; H. Emrich 
of Internationa) Furniture Workers, Assistant 
Secretary; W. E. Tomson of Chicago Trades and 
Labor Assembly, Doorkeeper. 

The report of the Legislative Committee de- 
precated the disturbances that had occurred 
in labor circies, referring to the troubie at 
Chicago, and said that while Armour & Co. had 
set aside the Eight-Hour law the same thing 
bad been done right under the eye of the Dem- 
ocratic Administration in the Government 
Printing Office at Washington. 

Interviews with leading members disclose 
the fact that a union of all the forces of iabor 
wil) be made into a solid ‘phalanx, each trade 
union preserving its own identity and auton- 
omy. PF. J. : Maguire received the followmeg 
letter from Grand Master-Workman Powderir: 

I have selected a committee of five, consisting 
of Brothers Howes, Hall, McFeely, Arrington, 
and Zant, to discuss past grievances between 
trades unions and Knights of Labor and pave the 
way for the avoidance of futures ones. 

Messrs. Hall, McFeely, and Arrington of the 
above committee arrived this evening, and the 
remainder are expected during the night. 
This letter of Powderly will have a large in- 
fluence on the deliberations of the conference 
tomorrow. 


THE 00-OPERATIVE PACKING sCHEME. 


A Stormy Meeting Last Night— Aid for the 
Grape Creek Miners. 

The Codperative Packing Company held a 
meeting last night at Germania Hall, Thirty- 
fourth and Halsted streets, for the purpose of 
electing officers ana completing the organiza- 
tion. The meeting wasamost stormy one, 
and many members left the room. M. J. But- 


ler presided, and after three hours’ delibera- 
tion the assemblage proceeded to elect offi- 
cers, the result being as follows: President, 
M. J. Butler; Vice-President, Venier Voldo: 
Secretary, James Bancroft; Treasurer, Frank 
A. Stauber. An attempt was made ‘to go 
ahead and elect directors, but such a howl 
arose that it was frustrated. Butler, Marsbal, 
and others favored this plan, but H. Jacobson 
and those who represented stock in the porth- 
western part of the city claimed they would not 
get a fair show if the election occurred at that 
time. At 12 o’clock everybody at the meeting 
was on the floor discussing the time for the 
next meeting, with the prospect ofa general

Local Notes. 


A movement is in progress among the jour- 
neymen barbers of the city to secure higher 
wages.

The Pursuit and Punishment of Turf Frauds 
in England. 

Over in England they bave a summary way 
of disposing of borsemen who try to practice 
‘“‘rmging.” What is known as the Liverpool 
turf frauds ie an interesting example of this 
kind. A horse called Frehey, foaled in 1879, 
sired by Lord Gough, dam Rapine, was a 
hunter, at one time owned by Mr. Hungerford. 


In the July meeting at Newmarket in 1582 he 
ran as a year-old for the Visitors’ Plate. 
which fact disqualifiea him as a hunter, as the 
race was on the flat. In 1885, being then the 
property of Mr. Hungertord, be won the St. 
James’ Stakes at Sandown, and was sold to a 
Mr. Nightingale for $2,000. Later the horse 
passed into the bands of Matthew Charles 
Wigan, and was trained by one Brett 
but a man named Lalonbere figured 
as the nominal owner. They now docked 
his tai, and his mane was bogged, 60 
that he appeared an altowether different horse. 
Twelve months passed, and Frepey appeured 
in a race at Kelso in April of the present rear, 
the entry being Mr. Moore’s b. B., by 
Candidat-Turkey, aged.“ Moore turned out to 
be a tavernkeeper and friend of Wigan, who 
had never owned a race-boree in his life. The 
“pay horse by Candidat was described as 
„ maiden,”’ and he won the race so easily 
and his style of going was so different from 
that of anorse in his first contest that his 
rider, C. Whitton, declared the race a swindle. 
Subsequently Wigan again entered the borse 
for a race at Dumfermiine under the name of 
Nil Desperandum. The trainer of the horse 
that ran second at Kelso was in attendance, 
and, discovering the fraud, he iodged objec- 
mon. The Grand National Hunt Committee 
next took the matter up and instituted pro- 
ceedings, with the result that Brett, the 
trainer, got twelve months’ imprisonment and 
Lalonbere three months’ imprisonment. Wigan 
sought satety in flight, and is still in hiding. 
The Grand National Hunt spent $4,000 in 
bringing the guilty parties to justice.

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 


Secretary Bayard’s Report and Corres pond- 
ence to Be Laid Before Congress. 

Wasninetor, D. C., Dee. 1.—[Special.j— 
The President will transmit to Congress tomor- 
row areport from Secretary Bayard, accom- 
panied by the correspondence relative to the 
fisheries in the waters adjacent to British 
North America which has taken place during 
the present year. The State Department will 
maintain that, although the points of conten- 
tion have varied and new opportunities have 
been sought by Canada to prevent Americans 
from fishing in her waters, that the rights of 
the United States as defined by the convention 
have never been abated and stand as they did 
in 1815. In that treaty the liberty was acquired 
to take fish of any kind on certain.coasts of 
Newroundiand, Labrador, and the adjacent 
islands particularily described; to dry 
and cure fish in any of the unéet- 
tied bays or creeks and on settled 
coasts provided private rights were appeased. 
The immediate cause of the differences which 
arose last year was Canadian legisiation in- 
tended to explain and enforce the provisions 
of the treaty of 1818. In 1868 a law was 


passed giving any navy or customs officer or.4 


any Sheriff the right to board an American 
vessel within three miles of any port of Cana- 
da and order it to depart. A fine of $400 was 
the penalty. ana if the vessel was fishing it 
was subject to forfeiture. This act is a cause 
of complaint, because it assumes that Canada 
has the right to interpret the provisions of the 
treaty of 1818 and exercise that right 60 as to 
defeat the privileges accorded to American 
fisaermen. Further cause of complaint by 
the United States is beid to lie because the 
Canadian law ef 1868 subjects to unreasonable 
punishment acts that may be entirely inno- 
cent, imposing special burdens uvon fishing 
vessels, and because it would seem to revive 
the contention that the three-mile limit was to 
be taken from a line drawn from headland to 
headiand, whith construction would frequent- 
ly defeat the privilege of resorting to harbor 
for shelter. Minister Phelps’ brief on this 
point will be one of the features of the corre- 
spondence, 


Attitude of the Dominion Government. 

Orrawa, Out., Dec. 7.—The passages in 
President Cleveland’s message relatmg to the 
action of the Canadian officials toward Amer? 
can fishermen created quite a sensation in de- 
partment circles bere, and are not regarded as 
calculated to facilitate a settlement of the dis- 
puted question. It can be relied upon that 
Canada will not back down without cause from 
the firm stand she has taken. It is officially 
learned that if matters are not settled before 
spring the Canadian patrol service will be ex- 
tended by the addition of six new cruisers, in- 
ciuding several steamers. The increase in the 
fishing industry throughout the maritime 
provinces is most marked, especially since the 
abrogation of the treaty, and the increase in 
Nova Scotia bas been proportionate. Ten 
years ago there were but nine vessels engaged 
in the Prince Edward Island fisheries: now 
there are fifty-three vessels with 7,000 fathoms 
of seines.

setts. While the loss of life was not heavy, 
to the shipping interests was very 
rn pew phn intense cold, together with the 
blinding snow, caused fearful suffering. |;

Further down the coast, at Old Orchard, the 
storm drove the fishing schooner Neilie Flor- 
ence upon the beach after drifting about for 
three days. The crew of three men were in a 
pitiable condition when discovered. Being in 
the babit of making trips of but one day they 
had no provisions on board save a few crack- 
ers and some potatoes. For three days they 
had managed to live on this diet, served Very 
scantily, with nothmg to drink, as they had 
not a drop of water. They were badly frost- 
bitten, nearly famisbed, and without a cent of 
moner when taken in and cared for by the 
residents of Old Orchard. The schooner is a 
total 1088. 

A dispatch from Hull says that a steam 
collier that was iying in Nantucket Roads 
dragged her anchor this morning and went 
ashore on the east end of Pedock’s Island. No 
particulars have been received. 

Capt. Blauvelt of the steamer Dominion re- 
ports that at 4 p. m. yesterday, three miles 
northeast of Boston Light, be passed a sunken 
wreck, which appeared to be that of a schoon- 
er of about 250 tons. Her topmast stcod ff- 
teen feet out of the water. 

A dispatch from Atluntie City, N. J., says an 
unknown schooner is ashore on the beach 
there. The sea is very beavy, and all at- 
tempts to rescue the crew of the vessel, who

INVOLVED IN FINANCIAL RUIN. 


The Keck Failure at Detroit Brings Loss to 
Many—Other Business Reverses. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 7. —|Special.}—The 
financial troubles of John Keck & Co., furni- 
ture dealers, are the chief themes in business 
circles. Keck's indebtedness now foots up at 
$200,000, which has been partly secured by 
chattel mortgages and real estate. Another 
mortgage was filed today to William Apriel of 
Ann Arbor for $22,150 on Keck’s Detroit and 
Ann Arbor stores. Mr. Apriel has become re- 
sponsibie to the First National Bank of Ano 
Arbor for the whole amount. He paid $18,500 
to the bank Dec. 3. The indebtedness is on 
notes, and goes back as far as 1872. Papers 
were filed in the Wayne Circuit Court 
this afternoon tor Cornelius W. Britt 
garnishing Messrs. Apriel & Harmon as 
trustees for the mortgages for sums aggre- 
gating $2,500. These are the claims of East- 
ero creditors which have been made over to 
Britt for collection. Apriel is a wealthy farmer 
in 8c10, Washtenaw County, and brother-ia- 
law of Keck. He is on much, ot Keck’s paper, 
and says it will go bard with him. Apriel re- 
pudiates two notes for $5,500, which he claims 
are forgeries. These are held by Aun Arbor 
banks. which ingist that the indorsement of 
Apriel is genuine. It bas transpired that Keck 
owes many Washtenaw Oounty farmers trom 
$1,000 to $3,000 each, ana that bis failure is 
likely to cause the ruin of several persons. He 
owes Miss Bunting of Ann Arbor Townsbip 
$12,000. Keck bas been under the surveillance 
ot a Deputy-Sherif. There are many sensa- 
tional reports afloat about Keck’s transacuons.

Md., Dec. 7.—John R. Owens, 
the veteran comedian, died this morning at 
bis home in this city, aged about 60 years. 


[John E. Owens was born in Liverpool, En- 
land, of Welsh parentage, in 1823, but was 
t to the United States when only 3 rs 
of age — parents, who first settled in Balti. 
Md., but after a residence of ten years in 
that city removed to Philadeiphia, where Mr. 
Owens, pére, established himself in business. He 
made his first a ce under the m 
ment of the late William E. Burton at the Na. 
tional Theatre, Philadelphia, where Charlotte 
Cushman was then „ public with her 
manifestations of a powerful genius. The th 
of August, 1846, Mr. Owens reappeared in Phila- 
delphia at the Museum, in Masonic Hall, as Jack 
Humphries in Turning the Tables,“ for the ben- 
ent ot D. P. Bowers. In 180 he assumed sole 
control of the Baltimore Museum. In 1852, at 
the earnest solicitation of John Brougham, Mr.

Shippers Bearing All the Burdens. 

The General Managers and General Passen- 
ger Agents of the roads interested in the 
formation of a gross money pool on passenger 
traffic between Chicago, St. Louis, and St. 
Paul and Omaba met again yesterday in the 
Lakeside Buildmg to further consider the pro- 
posed agreement. The report of the Sub- 
Committee on Boundary Lines was taken up 
for consideration, and caused another lengthy 
and animated discussion. The territory to be 
covered by the new pool as outlined by the 
committee did not meet the views of some of 
the roads, and the matter had finally to be laid 
over for future consideration. Fnding 60 
much difficulty in getting through with Sec. 1 
of the agreement, it was thought best to take 
up the most serious problem to be solved first 
namely: the question of allotment of per- 
centages, it bemg the opinion that if this mat- 
ter was satisfactorily settled not much trouble 
would be found in adjusting other matters 
about which there is any difference of opinion. 
There being several new roads between 
Chicago and St. Paul and St. Louis and St. Paul 
which have only lately been opened for business 
and which have no previous records upon 
which to base percentages, the modus operandi 
performed by the Southwestern Associanon 
in adopting percentages can not be applied to 
the Northwestern Association. As is gener- 
ally known, the Southwestern Association 
agreed to base percentages upon the average 
of the business done during the years 1883, 
1884, and 1885. The Northwestern Association 
can fix percentages only either, by mutual 
agreement between the various roads them- 
selves or by submitting the matter to arbitra- 
tion. But there is serious objection to both 
plans. There is no possible prospect fur the 
roads to agree among themeelves, so radically 
do they differ as to the proporuon of the busi 
ness they should have. The only feasible 
plan, therefore, to fix percentages for the va- 
rious lines interested in the formation of the 
new pool woula be by having the matter re- 
ferred to arbitranon. But several ot the roads 
decline to intrust their interests to arbitration 
and consequently the prospects for an agree- 
ment are rather poor. 

After discussing the matter for some time 
witbout making much headway the meeting 
adjourned until this morning. The probabil- 
ities are that this morning a committee of 
managers will be appointed to take the ques- 
tion of percentages under ‘consideration and 
try to effect some agreement in the matter. 
The roads bave come to the conclusion that it 
will take considerable time and labor to har- 
monize the conflicting interests. Therefore, in 
order to prevent a geveral demoralization in 
rates pending the consideration of the new 
pooling agreement, it nas been decided to ex- 
tend the temporary agreement for the main- 
tenance of rates until Jan. 1, and joint notice 
was given yesterday announcing the adopuon 
of the following resolution by the representa- 
tives of the various Northwestern lines: 


Resolved, That from Dee. 1, 1886, to Jan. 1, 1887, 
the present truce on passenger traffic be con- 
tinued. and that the commissions be made $1 as 
heretofore; that any line found paying commis- 
sions in excess of Ji. or cutting regular estab- 
lished tariff rates on passenger business between 
Chicago and St. Paul, Minneapolis, Ashland, and 
Duluth, be fined $25 on each ticket, such fines to 
be collected — the acting Commissioner. It is 
further agreed and understood that no labor 
tickets shall be sold, except from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to Missouri River points and East 
St. Louis and St. Louis, which do not include 
five or more persons on one ticket, from startin 
point to destination, and that such tickets shal 
not be sold after Dec. 31, 1886. 


N The Wabash Appeals. 

The award of percentages recently awarded 
by Commissioner Faithorn of the Western 
Trafic Association for the Umana, Council 
Biuffs, and Papiilon local pool did not prove 
satisfactory to the Wabash, and this road has 
appealed from the decisiom In accordance 
with the agreement, which provides that in 
case the Commissioner's award proves unsatis- 
factory to any of the lines notice in writing 
must be given within ten days, Traffic-Man- 
ager Smith of the W ibash gave such notice to 
Commissioner Faithorn yesterday. The mat- 
ter now goes fo the Executive Committee, 
which bas to actupon it within twenty days 
from the date of the notice. If the decision 
of the Executive Committee also proves un- 
satisfactory, the question of percentages wil! 
have to be decided by arbitration, which 
award shall be final. Consequently if the arbi- 
trators“ award also proves unsatisfactory the 
Wabash will have no other alternative than to 
submit or withdraw from the Western Freignt 
Associaton. In that event the association 
would be broken up and a war on Western 
freight would be sure to result. Fears are en- 
tertained that the decision of Judge Gresham 
of the United States Court yesterday ousting 
Messrs. Humpbrey aud Tutt from the re- 
ceiversbips of the Wabash lines in III mois 
will greatly complicate the affairs of all the 
pools in which the Wabasb is interested. 


East-Bound Freight Affairs. 

The Chicago committee of the Central 
Traffic Association beld its reguiar meeting 
yesterday at the office of Joint Agent T. C. 
Moore. There was a ilenuthy discussion in re- 
gard to a proposition to adopt the same bill of 
lading for the the through east-bound trale 
as was recently adopted on business going to 
interior points im the Middle and Western 
States, which ig to be put into effect Jan. }. 
No defluit action was taken for the reason that 
the substitution of such way-bill for the one 
now in effect on through traffic concerned the 
Eastern trunk lines as much as the lines run- 
ning east from Obicago, and consequently 
those parties bad to take action in the matter 
before the proposed change could be made. 
As heretofore stated, the new way-bill adopted 
for the Middle and Western States business 
places all risks for damage to property while 
in transit upon te shippers, the railroads not 
even assuming the risk on account of 
fire and accidents for which common carriers 
are liable under the common law of the coun- 
try. Should this bill be also adopted for the 
through traffic the heavy shippersof this city 
intend to contest the matter in the courts, as 
many of them are determined not to submit to 
such conditions as are contained in the new 
wav-bilion the Middle and Western States busi- 
ness. 

The Superintendent of the Weighing Agsoci- 
ation submitted a report covering the period 
from Sept. 2 to Oct. 30,1886. It showed that 
the revenue derived from the excess weight, 
as collected, barely offsets the cost of inspec- 
tion and the clerical work, though for the 
month of October a net gain from excess 
welcht collected amounted to 8450 above ex- 
perses. 


A New Kansas Pool. 

KANSAS City, Mo., Dec. 7.—)/Special.]—The 
General and Assistant General Freight Agents 
of the roads composing the new pool on Soutb- 
ern Kansas business met at the Coates House 
this morning. The object of the meeting is to 
form a permanent organization, elect a Com- 
missioner, and rearrange freight rates for 
Kansas and inter-State business on the basis 
of the rates agreed upon by the committee of 
arbitrators. The new pool, to be known as 
the Inter-State Traffic Association, will have 
complete control of Southern Kansas business 
from this point south and west. The head- 
quarters of the Commissioner will be in this 
city. Several men have been prominently 
spoken of in connection with the Commission- 
ership, among them being Mr. Canon and J. D. 
Lott, agent of the Missouri & Kansas Trafiic 
Association. 

The com mittee will be in session several days.

The Fleet Safe at Buffalo. 

Burra.o, N. Y., Dec. T.— The ten ice-bound 
propellers that left Detroit yesterday morning 
for Buffalo arrived here safely. The last of 
them, the ‘lioga, Jewett, and Rochester, got 
through the ice at Pelee Point at 8:30 o’clock 
last night. The first to come in was the Sus- 
quehanna, which arrived at 11 o'clock, making 
the 200 mile run from the point in ten minutes 
less than fifteen hours. The next was the Al- 
bany, which arrived nearly an bour later. The 
Susquebanna’s officers say the Albany was four 
orfive miles ahead of them on getting into 
clear water. They claim to have beat the Al- 
bany fully one mile per hour. The others ar- 
rived in tbis order: Idaho, Commodore, 
Oceanica, R. A. Packer, Tacoma, Tioga, Jew- 
ett, Rochester. The Tioga came down 
ahead of the Jewett and the Rochester 
astern. The Jewett was towed in at 10:45, 
after an eventful round trip.

The 
size of the main keelsons is 16x16 inches and the 
sister keelsons 14xi4inches. She has a horn in- 
stead of a regular bowsprit and a jibboom, and 
carries four masts. The hight of the latter are: 
Foremast, ©) feet: mainmast, 92 feet; mizzen- 
mast, 88 feet; and jigger, 80 feet—the size of each 
at the deck being 27 inches for the fore and main 
mast, 24 inches mizzen, and 21 inches jigger. She 
has a 30-foot centre-board box. Her estimated car- 
rying capacity is 1,660 to 1,700 tons, and estimated 
cost $45,000 to $50,000. She will be used as a con- 
sort to one of Capt. Wilson's steamers. 


The schr Ahira Cobb, which arrived at 
Milwaukee in a sinking condition last week, was 
towed to this port yesterday. She is not leaking 
now. On the ty / up she got iced up on one side, 
giving her a bad list to port. As soon as the ice 
melted she straightened up and the leak stopped, 
proving that the water got in through her top- 
sides. Capt. Moffat, her master, had a rough ex- 
perience during the trip. Just before leavin 
Cleveland he was thrown out of a buggy, an 
while coming up Lake Huron became so violent- 
ly ill that he was compelied to put into Alpena 
for medical attendance. He obtained temporary 
relief, but soon after leaving Alpena was again 
prostrated and came very near dying. e is 
much better now and expects to recover. The 
members of his crew were thinly clad and suffered 
severely from exposure.

THE PRESIDENTS CONSCIENCE , 
In his message the President says: A 
er all has been done by the passage of 
laws, either Federal or State, to relieve a 
** situation full of solicitude, much more re- 
„mains to be accomplished by the rein- 
statement and cultivation of a true Amerti- 
nn sentiment which recognizes the equali- 
„ty of American citizenship.” It is not 
necessary to quote the context in which this 
luminous and unexpected statement occurs. 
It ¢an have but one meaning, and it must 
have that meaning apart from what precedes 
or follows it. It is one of those involuntary 
contributions to the official conscience fund 
which the President now and then makes in 
his desperate attempt to cater to the spoils 
Democracy on the one hand and maintain 
good-fellowship with the mugwumps on the 

other. . 

As there is but one class of American 
citizens who are refused the privil which 
belong to the equality of American citizen- 
ship“ namely: the Republicans of the South 
or of the States of South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana—of 
course the President refers to them. These 
are normally Republican States. The large 
majority of the Kepublicans in these States 
are colored men. It is to these, then, that 
the President must refer, though he does 
not specify them. It has probably been borne 
in upon him with greater force than ever be- 
fore since the recent elections, the injustice, 
robbery, and oppression visited upon them 
by the white Bourbons, their old proprietors 
and taskmasters, He cannot have helped 
observing that they were substantially dis- 
franchised in South Carolina, and that even 
in the one gerrymandered district, the Sev- 
enth, which was so cut out as to concentrate 
the Republican vote, and where the Repub- 
lican majority amounts to 20,000—even in 
this district the Republican candidate was 
not allowed to be elected. A solid Dem- 
ocratic delegation, elected by fraud and in 
some cases by actual disfranchisement, 
was chosen and will be admitted to the 
stolen seats by the Democratic House. In 
Georgia also the smallness of the vote which 
elected her ten Democratic Congressmen is a 
sure indication of the disfranchisement of 
Republicans; and this too the President must 
have observed. In analyzing the vote of 
these two States the Philadelphia Press 
makes some pertinent comments. It says: 


The total vote cast in these two States for Con- 
gressmen was 66.380, and as they chose seventeen 
members of the House of Representatives it 
needed on an average only 3,904 votes to elect 
one member. When this vote is compared with 
the poll on Congressmen in the Northern States 
the result is significant to the last degree. In a 
great majority of the districts in this section, 
where the official vote has. been returned, a 
larger vote was cast than in the whole ten dis- 
tricts of Georgia, and in some of them nearly 
twice as many. In the Third District of Nebraska 
50,409 votes were polled and a total of 134,987 in 
the three districts of the State, twice the vote 
necessary to elect seventeen Congressmen in the 
South. e Republicans alone in the Fifth Min- 
nesota District cast G. % votes, and the total 
vote in the five districts of the State was 215,508. 


The same comparison applies to the Re- 
publican States of Louisiana, Alabama, and 
Mississippi, and shows that the Republican 
vote has been so thoroughly suppressed that 
Democrats do not even think it necessary to 
go out and vote in any numbers, knowing 
well enough that should Republicans vote 
their votes would be counted out and that 
the Democratic yote would not be imperiled. 
The President, being an observing man, has 
probably noticed this. It has unquestiona- 
bly set him to thinking, and he has at last 
not only realized the injustice of it, but has 
seriously and perhaps sorrowfully reflected 
that he himself was elected by just such un- 
lawtul and infamous practices. It has 
touched both his conscience and sense of 
justice. He is in a position to speak of it 
with the utmost publicity. His term is half 
finished. He has already abandoned divil- 
service reform and hence has alienated the 
mugwumps. He has surrendered to the 
spoils Democracy, but finds that it comes too 
late. He knows that strong and irresistible 
forces are at work pulling him down, and 
that he cannot be nominated for a second 
term, or, if he should be nominated, that he. 
cannot be elected. There is no good reason, 
therefore, why he should play the role of 
hypocrit any longer, and we may accept his 
regrets at the manner in which Republicans 
in the South are debarred from citizenship as 
genuine, 


A SLIGHTED TOPIC. 

The President's message covers a great va- 
riety of topics, foreign and domestic, but it im- 
perfectly treats one the importance of which 
challenges attention. We refer to Canadian 
extradition, or, more accurately speaking, a 
treaty with Great Britain relating to the ex- 
tradition of criminals escaping from the 
United States to Canada. The nearest ap- 
proach to allusion to the subject was in the 
last part of Mr. Bayard’s contribution to the 
message, wherein he suggests some minor 
changes of our own extradition laws for the 
benefit of foreign countries, but does not 
notice the need of improvement in the ex- 
tradition regulations existing between Can- 
ada and the United States. It is not of 
much consequence whether a criminal fleeing 
from this country to India, South Africa, or 
some other remote part of the British Em- 
pire can be extradited or not, but it is a 
constant and serious menace to have cities 
of refuge for absconding criminals all along 
our northern border, from ocean to ocean. 
It is all very well for the President to call 
attention to Persia, Liberia, Japan, and other 
countries, great and small, and gratifying to 
know, as everybody did before, that our re- 
lations with them are amicable: but certain- 
ly so long as this temptation to crime by the 
facilitation of escape remains it cannot be 
said that our foreign relations as a whole 
are satisfactory. 

The United States is 80 nearly continental 
that it has only two next-door neighbors, 
Mexico and Canada. The former touches us 
merely in the southwest corner, where the 
population is sparse and the actnal communi- 
cation is very limited. Canada, as the term 
is now used, embraces, on the contrary, a re- 
gion of country stretching along our entire 
northern border from Washington Territory 
to Maine. For transportation purposes the 
vriginal Canada forms a part of this country. 
Several of our great railroads run into if not 
through it. The main lines of travel are be- 
tween the East and the West, and even now, 
with all the immunities for criminals which 
Canada affords, it would excite no suspicion 
for a public officer or a business-man 
to start out on a journey via one of these Ca- 
nadian lines. A New England or New York 
man can go West, ostensibly, or a Western 
man start for any point in New York or New 
England by way of a Canadian line without 
attracting any attention. Take Chicago, for 
instance. There is not a bank cashier or 
other custodian of people’s money in all 
this city who could not between banking 
hours put himself and his booty beyond the

The savings deposits alone of this country 
are set down at about one thousand millions 
of dollars, and the great bulk of them belongs 
to the northern tier of States, where the fa- 
cilities for @scape are greatest. Then, too, 8 
in these days it is necessary in the manage- 
ment of riearly all important businesses that 
some one should be trusted with the common 
fund. The great bulk of the cash assets of 
the United States consists in this sense of 
trust funds, and the present absence of an 
extradition treaty covering Canada is, there- 
fore, an almost universal menace to the se- 
eurity of the available cash resources of the 
country. Every few days some “eminently 
respectable” thief skips across the border 
with his booty and defies arrest. 

Tue Trreune does not hold Mr. Cleve- 
land responsible for this state of things. It 
existed before his emergence from obscurity. 
But the Administration should have tried to 
do something for the abatement of this inter- 
national evil, and the very least the Presi- 
dent could do was to call the attention of 
Congress to the matter.

Tur Ker case has at last been decided by 
the tribunal of final resort, the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the decision 
readered may well cause uneasiness among 
the American crooks who have sought 
asylums in foreign parts. The facts in the 
case are familiar. This man Ker, the confi- 
dential clerk of Preston, Kean & Co., Chica- 
go bankers, after plundering bis employers 
and their patrons, fled to Lima, Peru. He 
was brought back without due form of extra- 
dition, and demanded release from custody 
and immunity from prosecution on the ground 
that he was legally held. The courts from 
first to last held that no person who has in- 
fringed the laws of this country can establish 
“a right to asylum” in any other country, 
and that therefore no matter what the means 
used by which he is brought back to 
this country, when he returns he is amene 
bie to the laws in the same extent as though 
apprehended within the regular jurisdiction 
of the country. It does not follow thata 
fugitive can be pursued and brought back with 
impunity, but it does go to the extent of de- 
nying to the pursued criminal himself any 
right to complain, or, rather, any right to de- 
mand protection from punishment. If the 
Government of Peru does not complain Ker 
cannot, except that he could bring an action 
of trespass and false imprisonment against 
the detective who brought him back, and 
perhaps recover nominal damages. The 
distinction thus made between the rem- 
edles and rights of aforeign State and of © 
the fugitive himself is not only sound in 
law, but cannot fail to have a wholesome 
effect. Ker may now settle down to the 
working out of his ten years’ sentence at 
Joliet assured that he has nothing te hope 
for, and other runaway thieves may see in 
the light of this decision a disposition to give 
honesty instead of rascality the benefit of 
legal quibbles in the interpretation of extra- 
ditionary law. 


IN some respects the report of Secretary 
Whitney is not an encouraging one. The 
Dolphin and Atlanta have been finished up, 
but they fali far below the standard of speed 
which is imperative for cruisers of their 
class. The best that they can do is only fif- 
teen knots an hour, which is tantamount to 
failure in contrast with the eighteen and 
even twenty knots of which the merchant 
marine is capable. Of these vessels he says: 
The facts indicate a simple abandonment 
don the part of the department of any at- 
tempt to reach the conditions which should 
“have been attained and the failure on the 
part of the contractor to reach the limited 
results expected by the department.“ 

Even this might be endurable if the plans 
for the new cruisers contemplated by the act 
of March, 1885, promised any improvement. 
No contractors are willing to touch them ex- 
cept at a cost considerably exceeding the 
limits of the amounts set for them by Con- 
gress. Hence they must be reduced to corre- 
spond, with the obvious result that they 


will not be superior to those already 
finished. To produce any more of 
that class will evidently be a _ prof- 


ligate waste of money. Power and speed are 
the essential qualities of the new vessels, 
and, until contractors can guarantee twenty- 
knot vessels, it would be much more sensible 
to stop operations entirely. In this connec- 
tion it would be wise to examine the new 
steam generator which isin use in the new 
torpedo-boat Stiletto, and which enables hér 
to make twenty-six miles an hour without 
strain. The details of the new generator 
have already been described in Tur Tan- 
ung. Her builder guarantees to make any 
number of boats of her class with a speed of 
thirty miles an hour. Is there not inventive 
activity enough in the country to apply this 
new boiler principle to any vessel as well as 
to boats of the Stiletto class? It would 
solve an important factor in the problem of 
building the new navy. 


Ir is observable that the mugwumps are not 
enthusiastieaily outspoken in their admira- 
tion of the President’s message.

No Boodle, No Ordinance, 

There are two versions of the remarks made 
by Mayor Harrison Monday ment concerning 
the boodle Aldermen who killed the Stewart 
avenue ordinance by loading it down and sink- 
ing it The Junior Dem. version runs as fol- 
lows: 0 


As the Mayor stepped down from his seat he 
tirned savagely on Ald. Hildreth, who stood 
near, and said: “To the-——— with such Alder- 
men. — —— the only trouble with you is that 


you didn’t get the $50,000. 
The Senior Dem. organ puts it in this way: 


“ You Dre the Aldermen] loaded 
the ordinance down,” the Mayor said as he 
stepped down from the chair, “ because you 
could not get the $50,000 you demanded, That is 
all there is to it.” 


The Mayor when referring to the Aldermen 
knows of whom he speaks. The amendment 
which effectually kilied the ordinance was the 
ane offered dy Reformer" Cullerton redu- 
cing the rate of speed from twenty miles to 
six miles an hour. It was voted for by the 
following Aldermen: Appleton, Mueller, Hu- 
lock, Doerner, Cullerton, Hildreth, Sheridan 
(Exghth), Yore, Revere, Deal, Hull, Lyke, Eis- 
feldt, Severin, Colvin, Linn, and Carney. Har- 
rison went as near calling those wortbies 
blackmailers and boodiers as he weil could. 
Those who have watched the course of the 
Aldermen named in reference to the Stewart 
avenue and other ordinances will be disposed 
to agree entirely with the Mayor. 

No one believes, for instance, that it is 
through solicitude for the public welfare that 
Cullerton proposed the six-mile amendment, 
and that Hildreth, Hull, Colvin, Lyke, Apple 
ton, Yore, and their fellows supported it. The 
road runs ite passenger-trains now ten miles 
an bour on Stewart avenue and its freight- 
trains six. The amendment reducing the pres- 
ent speed nearly one-half was merely an 
oblique way of saying to the company, Pay 
us $60,000 or your ordinance sban’t pass, 
Whack up, or no ordinance.” 

There has not been au ordinance of impor 
tance before the Council for the last year—not 
to go further back—in which those Aldermen 
did not advocate the interests of corporations, 
contractors, and corruptionists, and antag- 
onize the wishes of the citizens and taxpayers. 
They have done so in the case of the gas-con- 
tract ordinance, the Washington street tunnel 
ordinance, the La Salle street tunnel ordi- 
nance, the soavenger ordinance, and the snow- 
clearing ordinance. The opposition of those 
worth ies to the Stewart avenue ordinance now 
is pretty fully understood, and bas been clear- 
ly, if rather emphatically, stated by the Mayor. 

Of course the ordinance as passed Monday 
night cannot be accepted by the railroad com- 
pany, which sought the right to lay the addi- 
tional tracks in order that ite suburban trains 
could come into the city at a higher rate of 
speed than the ten miles an hour permitted at 
the present time. The company did not con- 
ceal its purpose in this matter. But because 
it would not pay $50,000 in boodle to the ras- 
cally gang Aldermen they struck at the vital 
point of ‘the ordinance and killed it. 

Another toading-down amendment was that 
providing that the company should build a 
thick stone wall six feet high, taken out of a 
narrow roadway, instead of an iron fence, be- 
tween its tracks and the new street. This was 
appropriately fathered by Hildreth, who seems 
to be developing a «reat desire to get behlud a 
stone wall much higher than six feet. A third 
“loading” amendment was that providing for 
the building of a bridge over the South Branch 
at Canal street, though what that has to do 
with the Fort Wayne Company it is difficult to 
see. It was adopted, however, on Cuilerton’s 
motion. But all these hostile amendments 
would quickly disappear if the company would 
stand about $50,000 blackmail. The railroad 
people have no intenuon to accept the ordi- 
nance. It is probable that the Mayor will veto 
it, and in nis message give the boodlers an aw- 
ful raking. Some of the amendments are rea- 
sonable enough and would not probably be 
objected to seriously by the railroad officers. 
They would probably agree to keep the road- 
way in permanent repair, as suggested by THE 
TrRipuNse; they would hardly reject the ordi- 
nance on account of the amendment providing 
for the building of the east-end approaches to 
such viaducts as may yet be constructed at 
Archer avenue and Thirty-first street, and they 
might not haggie over giving the city permis- 
sion to swing a double bridges over their 
grounds at Madison street. But as the ordl- 
nance stands it is utterly worthless to the com- 
pany.

The street-car 
com panies upy all the thoroughfares of 


the business district pow except Dearborn, 
Jackson, and Monroe, and Yerkes wants all 
three of these, and the Weeks and other 
companies want two of them. They not only 
want to occupy them with tracks, but also 
the space between the tracks and the side- 
walk as a dumping ground for te snow 
plowed off their tracks. They will occupy 
the whole street and all of the streets, and 
the proposed ordinance of the Alderman is 
doubtless intended for the protection of we 
lives of drivers and horses. When the three 
streets’ named are occupied by oar 
tracke it will be exceedingly dangerous 
to drive a vehicie—wagon cr carriage—over the 
down-téwn streets. If a driver occupies the 
tracks he will be rung ot. If be attempts 
to turn off the chances are that be will be 
“dumped off" in trying to get over the snow- 
bank piled up on either side of the track by 
the companies’ employés. There will also be 
grave danger that the deadly grip-car will run 
into the vehicle, killing man and horse. Un- 
der the circumstances it will be safer to use 
the alleyways. hose who ride in carriages, 
bansoms, and other vehicles of that kind may 
not like the prospect along the route, or relish 
the odors from the garbage, or be edified by 
the language of the frequenters of the alley 
saloons, but it will be better to put up with in- 
conveniences of this kind than be run over by 
grip-cars.

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It it hard to understand why the directory 
of the American opera company added ‘| The 
Hucuenots” to their reportory. It is an opera 
that better than any other illustrates what 
combined genius and charlatanism could do, 
but its value is chiefly illustrative. In spite of 
the romanza in the first act, the aria, the duo, 
and the trio inthe third act, The Huguenots 
is one of the many grand operas where 
long stretches ot barrenpess are relieved by 
sudden fiashes of momentary beauty. There 
are science and labor in. it, to be sure, but the 
science is that of the scene-painter turned 
musician, and the labor is the building of 
strawiess bricks. In Paris, where it has been 
oftenest given, its popularity was due to its 
French color—there is no nation so patriotic— 
and to the fact that it is a thing of dis- 
play. The American opera com pany probably 
decided on its production for the latter reason. 
* The Huguenots” is an admirable siack-rope 
onwhich the ballet, in luxurious costumes, 
may pose. It offers opportunity for striking 
scenic effects and stage pictures. It must be 
remembered that in addition to being national 
opera incarnate, Mrs. Thurber's enterprise is a 
school for millinery, display tor rich fabrics, 
and an exhibition of the most artistic and pur- 
poseful ballet this country bas seen. Doubt- 
less, fancying that its musical excel- 
lence bas been demonstrated to the full, 
it onose* The Huguenots” to show off in 
kaleidoscopic fashion, the riches that have not 
been sufficientiy emphasized. And so one 
turns to the first act in the castle of the Count 
de Nevers. The ball was rich and crowdea 
with new, tasteful, and brilliant costumes; for 
in the distance—one saw it through the opened 
casement—lay the wide garden that circled the 
castic. It was a wonderfully striking set. In 
the second set, representing the Queen's gar- 
dens, occurred the ballet of the bathers—a 
dance of ripe and lazy grace. 

The third act is the climax of the opera. 
The stage picture, with its shadowy fore- 
ground and the glimmering lights of in the 
far distance, was an illusion that it were not 
easy to forget. The fourth act returns—as 
good Americans do when they die—to Paris. 

Tue Bohemian ballet, gaudily costumed, sway- 
ing suggestively to sharply accentuated music, 
and led by Carozzi, agile and Vivacious, was 
like a page from an alien story. It speaks no 
purport of the opera, butin the best fash- 
ion illustrates what the ballet snould be— 
sensuality by art transfigured into sensuous 
ness. 

In “The Huguenote Mrs. Fursch-Madt 
made her début, and, although Valentine is a 
role that she can sing as perhaps few living 
artists, it is unfortunate that she was chilled 
by such a Raoul as Mr. Candidus and neid 
down by the general apathy that pervaded the 
stage and audience. It was in the third act 
that she aclLieved ber distinctest triumph. 
The despairing, intense aria was artistically 
done, and ner work in the trio and duo was 
forceful and beautiful. in the trying scenes 
of the closing act, where the tests to the voice 
are as severe as those to the actress, she bore 
herself with confident strength, and by the 
very force of her interpretation stood out 
ciear and distinct. But one would be loath to 
take last evening’s work as a gage of Mrs. 
Fursch-Madt's ability. The only other notable 
work was done by Mr. Whitney in the biuff 
and congenial role of Marcel. In the passage 
with Valentine in the third act he 
was received with deserved enthusiasm. 
His broad, smooth, inteiligent phrasing 
marked the artist, as his true, powerful voice, 
that time has only touched bere ana there, re- 
called the triumpbs be bas won of old. Miss 
L’Aliemand was cast as the queen, and queen- 
ly she looked in her massive, silvery robes, 
with the crown glittering in ber hair. 0 
Fair Touraine, with its lucid ripple of mean- 
Ingles grace, offered the opportunity that she 
could best take advantage of. It is her upper 
voice that rings the clearest and is freest from 
naéality, and as a colorature singer she is always 
sure of appreciative attention. The orchestra 
played superbiy, and, although there were 
many startiing changes in tempo, none of them 
were reasoaless. 

The most noteworthy points of the perform- 
ance lastevening have been touched upon. 
The choice ot “The Huguenots” was not in 
accordance with the work the American opera 
has avowedly undertaken; the tediousness of 
the book is intensified by an execrable En- 
giish version; the choral treatment was often 
siovenly, and rarely rose to more than apolo- 
getic adequacy, and orten failed to cope with 
the just strength of tue orchestra; the exact- 
ing airs were, with the exceptions named, be- 
youd the capacity of the soloists. Now and 
again the audience was enthusiastic, and, with 
more courtesy than justice, showered on the 
singers the applause meant for the 
scenery and costumes. As it was given 
last night The Huguenots” is not 
an addition to the repertory of the 
company. It will be a pleasure to return this 
evening to Lakmé,”’ an opera that last Season 
formed one of the most delightful of many 
delightful performances. Pauline L’ Allemand 
will appear as Lakmé; Mr. Stoddard will again 
be beard as Nilakantha, the Brahmin priest, 
and Jessie Bartlett-Davis will appear as Mal- 
lika. Mr. Bassett will take the part of Gerald. 
with Mr. John E. Brand, the new baritone, as 
Frederic. Miss Mathilde Phillipps and Mr. C. 
M. Leumane will appear as Miss Bentson and 
Hadji. The scenery and scenic effects in this 
opera are extremely rich, and in the second 
act the ballet will be seen in the grand baliet 
of the Bayaderes.

Then by holding his nose and slowly 
dropping eggnog into the spoon as he lay 
upon bis back he was forced to swailow. This 
operation was accomplished with little 
trouble, as Jansen made no resistance be- 
yond impotentiy swingu nis arms when they 
were released. and wien the pressure was re- 
moved from his nose would weakly mutter, 
“ Poison, poison sure,“ The operation of feed- 
ing him was repeated three times during the 
afternoon and evening, and there is no danger 
whatever that he will starve to death, What- 
ever his condition may have been at the time 
of the crime and the inquest, the attendants 
are now of the opinion that his reason is gone 
and that there is little if any nope of its resto- 
ration. He was no doubt greatly wrougnt up 
the night he beat his wife, and the exposure 
following his flight from the bouse with but 
little clothing on and the subsequent strain of 
imprisonment and the inquest told upon him 
greatly. While he may have stopped eating 
and drinking through pure. stubbornness, his 
six days’ fast has completed the work of un-

The Dangers of a Sudden Change ot Tem- 
perature, 
CIAO, Dec. 7.—[ Editor of The Tribune. | — 
_A writer in a recent issue of your paper called 
attention to the great danger to the health of 
the human organism by a drop of 50° to 75° in 
the temperature occurring in an hour or two, 
and then charges that we daily produce just 
such a change in a few seconds by going from 
a warm room into the cold air of the streets. 
2 | suppose the writer would bave each house 
constructed with a number of compartments, 
each varying in temperature, and in each of 
which the person going out must remain from 
fifteen minutes to an hour, possibly, before he 
gets into the cod air outdoors. He exhibits 
very little knowledge of the iaws of physiol- 
ogy 28 applied to the respiratory organs. 
He assumes’ that a person ieaving & warm 
room, say at a tempersture of 65°, and going out 
‘of the house into one of zero, 
doing the same thing as exposing his 
poorly-clad body to just such a change of ex- 
ternal temperature; that is, that be is bathing 
the lungs and air celle with this cold air, and 
thereby subjecting the lungs and through them 
the entire system to all the effects of a 
ebange of temperature from 65° tozero. He 
does not know that the iungs once inflated 
with alr are never again wholly free from it, 
and that @ certain amount ot residual air 
always remains in the lungs at each expira- 
tion.

REUNITED AT LAST. 


A Newburg Colored Man's Long Search for 
His Mother—Both Sold in 1862, 

An incident bas just come ta light in this 
city which is a strong reminder of old slavery 
days in the South, and which iliastrates sever- 
al phases ot human character. Mr. Abraham 
Biackburn, a colored man 35 years old, had 
been in the employ of the lite Rev. John 
Porsyth, D. D., since March, 1878 He bas 
always been sober, industrioug and reliable. 
Added to this Abraham is jotelligent and 
courteous. 

In August, 1862, Abraham, his mother, three 
sisters, and three brothers were sold in Rich- 
mond, Va., to Andrew Blackburn, a large slave- 
bolder. They were by him cérried to New 
Market, Jefferson County, Tenn. Abraham 
Blackburn was then a mere boy. At ‘New 
Market the children were all separated from 
their mother, she being sold aghin. From New 
Market Blackburn, the purchaser, took the 
ehildren to Henderson County, North Carolina, 
where they were one by one separated from each 
other, Abraham reaching the North some 


yearsago. The mother was never seen or 
beard from by any of ber children until last 
Digbt. : : 

From the time Abraham reached the estate 
of manbood he has felt a keen interest in the 
welfare of his mother, and bas long wanted to 
find out where she was and to see ber. Of late 
years be has adopted various plans which be 
thougbt would lead to the restoration of his 
mother tohim. For the last four years and 
six months this dutiful son bas been follow- 
ma up every clew that be had an dea would 
lead to the learning of his mother’s where- 
abouts. He failed repeatedly, until yesterday. 
@hen he received a letter from his aged 
mother’s own band. It now transpires that 
the mother bas resided in Knoxville, Tenn., 
ever since the close of the War of the Rebellion. 
During the iong search 256 letters have been 
Written with the hope of finding this young 
man’s mother. That there will be rejoicing 
when the reunited mother and son meet goes 
without saying. The mother is alone in the 
South, excent for u sister Eliza, who resides at 
Richmond, Va. Abraham has written a letter 
to his mother expressing the wikh that she come 
here and spend the winter, aud tnen she can 
e back South, if she so desires, in the spring. 
There appears to be no doubt that the mother 
wiil avail berseif of the invitation extended 
by ber dutiful son, and that she will reach 
Newburg at an earl; date. Ot the children 
who were sold with Abraham Blackburn, at 
Richmond, in 1862, the latter Bas track still of 
the following: Wiliam, who is (younger) at 
Syracuse, N. Y.; Mary (older) in South Car- 
olina; Clara, m Rutherford, County, South 
Carolina. | . 

It is the purpose of Abraham Blackburn to 
remain at the home of the widow of Dr. For- 
syth during the coming winter, where be will 
be an able assistant, as ne aiwuys was, to the 
Rev. Dr. Forysth, who valued bis services very 
highly. In conversation with Abraham, it 
transpires that Dr. Forsyth did good work 
during the last few years in assisting the former 
in nis search for his mother. Ana the young 
man speaks in high praise of bis late employer 
for the benevolent and kindly interest he took 
in assisting him in this direction. Above all. 
Abrabam returns bis grateful thanks to God 
for reuniting bim wita the mother whom he 
loves so well.—Newburg (N. T.) Journal.

A Merchant Tailor in the Globe-Democrat: 
The overa-festivai has proved a harvest to the 
tallors who bad dress suits to rent, and let me 
toll you that nearly every tailor now keeps 
one or more on bana since St. Louis has be- 
come thorougbiy at home in full dress. Some 
houses do a thriving business in hiring dress 
suite to young men who bave to go out 
and cannot brave the fashion that de- 
mands swallow-tail coats “for evening 
wear. It is not alone in what is 
called the best society that this fashion 
reigns, but it ia feeling its way among the 
poorer clerks, who used to be content to go 
toan entertainment of an evening in their Sun- 
day garments. Hence the demand for dress 
coats at times is too great for the supply, and 
where for a time the custom of letting them 
was confined to one or two clothing stores it 
has now become a thrivine business to many 
tailors. They are now used tor weddings, 
funerals, parties, operas, and receptions. The 
best coats rent for $3 a day., which is rather 
exorbitant, considering that they are gen- 
erally not worth over $50, and a deposit 
as a guarantee for return is required. 
At cheaper establishments where the coats are 
rot so new the price ranges down to 81. Have 
you ever considered the evolution of the dress 
coats that men buy? Say the coat (I include 
vest, of course) costs a gentleman $75. He 
wears it two seasons and it begins to look old 
on account of the necessarily hard wear it 
undergoes.

It can be sold to the old clotnes 
man for about onetenth its price. The latter 
doubles the price he paid for it and selis it to 
the waiter.

EASTERN WOMEN AND THEIR WEST- 
ERN SISTERS. 


Cincinnati Beauties Have the Fairest Com- 
plexions, but Chicago Girls Are More 
Stylish and More Vivacious—The Maidens 
of the Pacific Coast Are Full of Life, 
Use Slang, and Are Not Afraid to Drink 
Before People. 

New York World: If you want to arouse the 
anger of a Keutucky man just tell bim that 
the whisky in his State is bad, the horses 
poorly bred, and the women nomely. He 
knows, as everybody else knows, that Ken- 
tucky whisky is the best, the borses are the 
Swiftest of foot, and the women the hand- 
somest. He may, out of deference to your 
opinion, allow you to criticise and condemn 
his horses or his whisky, but his women, 
never! And yet Kentucky is hardly the best 
State in the Union where beautiful women are 
found. Step over the line into Ohio and spend 
a few days at Cincinnati if you want to see fe- 
male loveliness of a typical kind. 

Cincinnati women have perfect complexions. 
In accounting for tue unusual fairness a club- 
man there said: It may be that our proxim- 
ity to Kentucky bas something to do with the 
matter. You see, Covington is only across the 
river, and we are enabled to import bandsome 
women without much trouble. But Ohio is 
not indeoted to Kentucky alone for the beauty 
of her women. Sue is the oldest of what were 
once termed the new Western States." Some 
of the best apd bluest of New England blood 
came here in early days. This nas been im- 
proved from year to year until you see the re- 
sult before you.” 

It is certainly wonderful bow Cincinnati 
women can keep or preserve such clear and 
brilliant complexions in such a city. The roll- 
ing-mills and factories so fill the air with black 
smoke that even the sun is obscured. The soot 
from tne soft-coal smoke finds its way into 
the houses through every open window and 
door. The waiter at your botel covers up the 
mouth of your bottle in order to keep out this 
ail-pervading soot. Ladies when out upon the 
Street, or even at home, are obliged to exercise 
Freut care to avoid touching their faces with 
their hands or. handkerchiefs. The presence 
of a big black smootch on a woman’s face is 
the commonest kind of sight but Is not con- 
ducive to persona! beauty. 

The merfts of St. Louis and Chicago women 
have been too widely discussed to need further 
notice. Stull it must be admitted that, wulle 
the St. Louis girls are fairer, the Chicago girls 
are more stylish and more vivacious. One 
need remain in Chicago hardy a week to dis- 
cover this fact. Drive along Prairie avenue, 
or through the parks, or out on the boulevards 
any afternoon and you will see the character- 
istics of New York society reproduced almost 
exactiy. Yonder speed the same carriages, 
with the same bobtafied, English-looking 
horses and still more Eoglish-looking coach- 
men and footmen. Were it not for the unusu- 
al width of the streets, the vista of the lake, 
dotted with gail, and the spaciousness of the 
grounds of private residences, you might 
think that you were in New York. Even the 
faces in the coaches are familiar. Chicago 
approaches nearer to New York in its general 
features than any otner city in the country. 

In San Francisco the men of great fortunes 
are those who came to Califoraia during the 
mining excitement without a cent— Yankees, 
Irishmen, Germans, Spaniards, Chinese, and 
Englishmen. Fortune smile upon them, and 
they have adorned “ Nob Hill” witb splendid 
palaces, and have set up great establishments 
with retioues of servants. These men, many 
of whose ancestors were ignorant, stupid 
laborers, are now playm the rOie of the grand 
seigoior. Vuilgarity apd coarseness, however, 
cannot be hidden by sik and broadcioth, 
There is, nevertheless, in San Franelsco a cir- 
ole of society Into which these people cannot 
enter. It is made up of men and women of 
refinement and culture who do not believe in 
an aristocracy of wealth, 

The California girl of the average type is not 
pretty. The main difficuity with which the 
women of the Pacific slope must contend is the 
seeming impossibility of bringing out or pre- 
serving a good complexion. The fierce’ winds 
which blow from the Pacifle or from tne 
mountains, combined with a naturally dry at- 
mospbere, are enoug® to ruin the best of com- 
piexions in a short time. For this reason the 
California girl resorts to the use of painis and 
powders. It she can’t produce a com- 
piexion by natural means she will by artificial 
aids. Stroll down Market or Montgomery street 
any afternoon and you wil observe that eight 
out of every ten women you meet have paint- 
ed cheeks. A popular druggist said that he 
had 110 different preparations for the face in 
stock in his store. 

But although a California girl’s face may bw 
plain, ber figure is divine. No matter where 
you go you will always find women with beau- 
titul forms. One would think that the State 
would become a refuge for women who com- 
plain ot being scrawey and angular. A two- 
year’s residence there makes a marvelous 
change in the outlines of the figure. Califor- 
ma girls are even more vivacious than tbose 
of Chicago, They are witty, quick at repartee, 
and fond of adventure. Merry-hearted and 
Jolly, they are never vuigar. They use good, 
vigorous English, and are not averse to slang. 
There is a frankuess of manner about some of 
them which would shock some of their Eastern 
sisters. 

Wineds so cheap throughout the State that 
nearly ali women in San Francisco drink it, 
and when occasion demands even stronger 
liquids. Champagne flows as freely as water 
at all kinds of parties, and the dinner-table is 
never without it. In traveling the ladies m- 
variably carry with them a small pocket flask 
containing whisky or brandy. They are not 
ashamed of it either. The first morning after 
leaving San Francisco by the Soutbern Pacific 
Railroad the tourists arose quite early in 
order to see the famous Yehichbipa “loop.” 
A pretty girl belonging to one of the 
first families in San Francisco came 
out on the platform of the car where 
several people were standirg and seated ber- 
self upon one of the steps. By and by she 
opened the little bag and took out a cut-giass 
flask with a silver top. Deitiy unscrewing the 
stopper, she placed the flask of whisky to her 
lips and drank a swallow without the slightest 
hesitation. 

„Gad!“ exclaimed one of the men. Blamed 
if I doa’t like the frankness of the girl. In- 
stead of sneaking off in a corner, she takes a 
drink before us all. 

The California girl's feet are shaped like a 
chemist’s spatula, very long and very narrow. 
Eastern people are apt to laugh outright when 
they see those queer-shaped boots for the first 
time. A long. slim foot cannot, by any stand- 
ard, be cousidered beautiful. It does notiook 
as though it was made for use or for ornament. 
It is disappointing. The bead of a family 
soberly said that bis children, born in Maine, 
bad Maine feet, broad and ample, while those 
born in San Francisco had the genuine Cali- 
fornia foot, long and narrow.

WOMEN OF THE HAREM, 


A Brief Glimpse of the Peculiar Feature of 
the Orient. 

One of the conditions upon which a woman 
enters the harem is that abe give up all family 
ties and connections with the outside woria. 
While polygamy is permitted in Turkey, not 
more than 5 per cent of his Majesty's Mosiem 
subjects have barems. Gen. Wallace depicted 
in a bumorous vein the curiosity of American 
women to visit the harems. They always 
have a great desire to see the poor creatures 
at home, and devise some means to raise 
them from tneir degraded condition. Aftera 
visit many of these ladies change their minds 
about the fearful fate of the Turkish women. 
The Turkish ladies assemble in a common re- 
ception-room richiy furnished. They are at- 
tended by a throng of slaves, white and black. 
who do their every bidding. The mistresses 
of these harems wear costumes which the 
speaker, after apologizing for bis deficiency on 
the subject of feminine apparel, undertook to 
describe. Their clothing is of the richest 
material. Of the general intelligence of these 
women their American sisters who have seen 
them do not speak in flattering terms. The 
conversation between the Turkish women and 
their visitors nearly always runs about this 
way: | 

“Where are you from?” inquire the luxu- 
rious wives of the Mobammedans. 

“From America.” 

* Where is America?” 

It's over the ocean.” 

“Do you ever go out there without wearing 
veils? Aren't you ashamed before the men?’ 
* We don't pay any attention to the men.“ 

It is the general opinion that ladies of the 
harem are prisoners. This is merely u deiu- 
sion. Every Turkish woman has ber own 
quarters and ber own slaves to wait upon her. 
She can take a ride whenever she wishes, 
and she wears what sbe pleases without 
any interference. The Turkish headdress 
is, with due deference to the styles of Paris 
ana New York, the most becoming of any in 
the world. it makes the boweliest women 
bandsome and the handsome angelic. The 
Turkish women are, next to our own Ameri- 
can women, the most beautifal I bave ever 
seen. Glimpses of them can be caught Fri- 
days, the Turkish Sunday, or from their car- 
riages. They do their own shopping. It is 
theirs to buy as they please and their hus- 
bands’ to pay for it. It is incorrect to say that 
there is no homelife among the Turks. Laying 
aside the tie of husband and wife, there re- 
mains that almost as dear—parent and child. 
The residents of the harem, which means a 
sacred or secret place, are passionately de- 
vowed to thelr children, upon whom they can 
shower all the tenderness of a woman's nat- 
ure.—Gen. Lew Wallace's Lecture.

HOW HE RULES IN THE HAPPY LAND 
OF FREEDOM. 


The Humbug in Art and How He Thrives 
Champion Literary Humbags—Humbnugs 
on the Stage That Coin Notoriety Into 
Cash—Humbug in Religion—Turning the 
House of God Into a Monkey’s Den. 


New York Dispatch: A disappointed painter 
Once remarked: “ Well, as I can’t sei! any 


good pictures, am going to paint daubs and 
see how they will go.“ 

He carried his purpose out, let bis beard 
grow, talked obscurely, and acted eccentrical- 
ly, and made a success of it. He has forgotten 
how to paint.a good picture now, and is such a 
complete bumbug that he really believes bim- 
self a great man. He bas ceased to be an 
artist, but makes money as a charlatan, and is 
content. His doctrine has been equally suc- 
cessful in other cases. The public apparently 
like to be fooled. They revel in being bum- 
bugged and enjoy being fleeced. 

The bumbug in art is a thriving citizen 
these days. Lock at the painter Whistler, 
receiving hundreds of pounds for sketches he 
daubs off in an bour. People do not pay for 
those sketches, but they pay for Whiatier’s 
humbug, his vanity, and bis ostentation, his 
impudence and professed contempt of the 
public, and his tirades against the critics who 
dare to write the truth about him. He amuses 
the public, and the public patronizes him as 
meu give the organ-grinder’s monkey coppers 
for making them laugh. 

Here comes across the Atlantic another 
painter, with a picture as big as a panorama. 
He is hired by the year by a suiart dealer in 
pictures, and his services go with his paintings 
when required. He is brought up the bay 
like an actor, in a special steamer, with a 
obampagne lunch in the saloon. His press 
agent booms him to a charm in all the papers. 
He holds first a reception to ministers of the 
Gospel. because the picture is on a Biblical 
subject, then a recepuon to the press, and 
finally a reception to the élite of the art worid. 

Aiter these the show opens and the public 
streams in. A band brays, and the mob re- 
sponds. The noise and flummery that surround 
Munkacsy invite them, just as the egotism and 
insolence of Whistier charm the London pub- 
lic to bis shows. Not one in abundred of them 
apvreciates the picture. It is the sensational 
accessories that charm them. Arthas nothing 
to do with it, unless it be the old art of the ad- 
vertising agent. 

A crazy od woman dies and leaves a lot of 
valuable and worthiess works of art that she 
has magpied together. Sue has been fleeced 
and bied on every side by extortionate trades- 
men. A smart avetioneer takes ber estate in 
hand. He rakesup a scandal ot ber dotage 
and gives it to the press. He flings advertise- 
ments and favors right and left. He sanctions 
any lie, as long as it draws attention to 
the stuff he bas to sell. He biackens ber 
character in order to make a market for 
her property. What with the burrah and 
the red-fire be works up & true sensa- 
tion. The whole country is interested, and 
5,000 people go to see the Morgan collection. 
The auction sale is a historical event and 
brings iu over a million dollars for what should 
at most have ietcbed half as much. 

Turn to literature. There is a fat-headed 
epicure, a lubberly young fellow, the son of a 
sentimental Irisuwoman and of a surgeon 
more famous for bis amours with his patients 
than for the cures be effects upon them. This 
nondescript creature writes poor poetry and 
babbles mysteriously about the beautiful and 
the true. He does not invent a new idea: he 
does not add anything to our knowledge of oid 
things. His poetry is rubbish ard bis prose is 
mush. But be wears his bair long, and he 
goes about with bis fat legs, like a woman's, 
done upin stockings and knee-breeches. He 
mops, and mows, and grins, and attitudinizes, 
and the public hold up their bands. Sensible 
people luugh at bim, but some millions believe 
bim, and be carries a small fortune home to 
London to attest the success of an Oscar 
Wilde among the humbug-worshiping barba- 
rians of the West. 

A equabbie in two great polnical parties ac- 
cidentally sets an obseure country lawyer ia 
the President's chair of the United States. 
This favorit of fortune bas a sister, a school- 
teacher, who scribbies platitudes and knows 
all the big words in the dictionary. She has 
no originality. Every line she writes is 
adopted oct of the books she bas read. Se is 
short-sighted § and narrow-minded and de 
voured with vanity. 

Because she is the President's sister ber 
rubbishy book finds a publisher, gets a tre 
mendous send-off from the papers, and brings 
her thousands of dollars for what is worth no 
more than waste paper. Another publisher 
hires her to boost up bis baokrupt magazine, 
and she whould bave made another fortune if 
ber Vainglory bad not involved her in con- 
tentionus with the publisher and broken taeir 
connection. 

A youve man writes a romance. It is neither 
weil written nor interesting. It betrays no 
literary gift, uo grasp or knowledge of charac- 
ter, no ability to revive the dead past and give 
local color to the scenes he depicts. It is, in 
short, mere amateur work that any publisher 
would laugh at on its merits, or rather de- 
merits. But the author is rich, be is in soci- 
ety. he comes of a family of millionaires, 
and has been an officer of State. The 
publisher dances at the chance of 
putting the book out. It is heralded as a mas- 
terpiece, and be is hailed as the coming man 
in literature. The trumpets blow, the drums 
roll, tne glories of his genius and bis family's 
gold are flaunted at the public without cessa- 
tion. Thousands buy bis book and possibly 
believe it good because it was written by one 
of the Astor family, who dine off golden piat- 
vers and own a big slice of New York. 

And the stage! Here is a foolish young 
society wowan. She is the wife or a Wan 
street banker, with no great gift of brains. 
She has a craze for notoriety. She wants to 
be talked about and stared at wherever she 
goes, and she finds a way to do it in playing at 
acting. Sue evinces no particular talent; she 
je raw and clumsy on the stage, does not 
dress in taste, or read ber lines inteiligent- 
ly. But she bires paragraph-writers to puff 
her, recites a loud ballad to shock a prim 
drawing-room, goes abroad and forces an 
introduction to the Prince of Wales, and 
still keeps ber bireimgs at it—puiff, puff, pufl- 
ing every foolish act she commits and every 
silly word she utters. Finally she cioses an 
engagement with a manager, goes Off to play 
at studying a little, and the next year will flirt 
her skirts in the pupiic’s face in a grand apo- 
theosis of humbug. And she will make money. 
People who love to be gulled will go to see her 
because she is a society woman, while actresses 
of merit will be without engagements. 

Another case still nearer home. A common- 
place young girl in a comic-opera theatre 
makes a conquest of a leprous young Lord, 
He promises to marry ber, but jilts ber in the 
end. Sue sues him, ana after a sensational 
trial receives heavy damages. She is imme- 
diavely a star actress. Only the day before 
she was but a utility woman. 

The winnmg of a jawsuit makes an artist of 
ber, and behold her crossing the Atlaut e to 
give ridiculous performances at one of the 
three great cities of the world. Miss Fortes- 
cue is, moreover, as successful as Mrs. Brown- 
Potter will be. The public goes to see ber as 
the jilted fiancé of Lord Garmoyie. Society 
takes ber up with open arms and the rest is 
humbug and victory. 

Tuts sort of humbug does occasionally fail, 
it is Prue, but very rareiy. A pretty but not 
brilliant buriesque actress marries a man for 
money. She finds that be bas none and throws 
ulm off. A lecherous and biackguard nobie- 
man undertakes to become her manager, and, 
when the husband grows restive, Kicks him 
down-stairs. The whole delectable family 
cross the Atlantic to make a fortune in dear 


Awerica, where all the snobs and fools 
are hungry for bumbug. An the de- 
tails of the scandal have been indus- 


triously exploded to advertise them, But they 
go n little too far. The public gets so much of 
the putrid mess that it becomes cisgusted. 
Theic seandais are trailed through the bar- 
rooms and into the police courts of the town. 
The show fizzles, the wicked Lord sneaks off 
to Europe between days to avoid being 
served with a possible warrant of arrest, and 
the actress winds up ber brief season in 
mourning and buys a return ticket. But for 
one Cameron on the stage we have a score of 
Langtrys and fortescues. 

The country could not be happy without a 
bumbug in religion. A mediocre preacher 
fatis to make any hit in the pulpit by doing 
badly what otners do well. He turns to sensa- 
tionalism for relief. He preaches blood and 
fire. and burls damnauon around him in solid 
chunks like brickbatea. He shrieks silly lies, 
he perverts facts to sun his own ends, be 
prances and froths, and stamps and bowls, 
and whacks bia pulpit till the top splits. It is 
ali oolse, rant, nonsense, but it stuns the 
guils, and they swear by itas heaven-born 
eloquence. Nothing is too extravagant or too 
dishonest for utterance, and impiety and 
blaspbemy are not forgotten. The country is 
speckied with these baboons who turn the 
house of God into a monkey's den. Call therm 
Talmage, Sam Smell, Sam Jones, whatever 
else you will, but remember always that their 
name is Humbug.

PIN-MONEY POINTERS. 


Cheap and Tasty Fancy Work—Suggestions 
for Ornaments. 

New York Journal: Fancy work is not an 
inexpensive amusement, and it is one that 
most women, even those of moderate means, 
must bave. There are many articles that may 
be made for a little money and will look 
as pretty and artistice as those costing 
much more, One of the prettiest of 
bureau covers is made out of a couple of 
yards of Swiss covered with little white flow- 
ers. The material is worth 10 cents or 12 cents 
a yard. Cut it the desired shape and then with 
a little yellog and pink silk floss work the roses 
alternately yellow and pink, or scarlet and yel- 
low, or any other combination that may be 
desired. The effect is exceedingly pretty. The 
edges should be turned in, bordered with some 
pretty cheap lace, and, of course, a few bows 
of ribbon will add to its beauty. Small toilet 
mats may be made in the same way. 

An artistic pincusbion is made out of a haif- 
yard of soit surah or China silk of some 
bright shade, such as yellow or scariet. Cut 
the silk crosswise into three equal parts and 
make each piece into a little bag, with a deep 
hem about the mouth, Fill the bag with bran 
or cotton and tie just beluw the hem with nar- 
row satin ribbon, the color of the silk, leaving 
little butterfly bows at each side. The three 
bags are then joined together at the tops with 
a few etrong stitches, and the cushion is n- 
ished. Owls, birds, and other animals are 
sometimes painted on the silk. The cost of 
such a cushion would be about 75 cenis, and 
would make a pretty Christmas gift. 

Coarse canvas bagging, which is one of the 
cheapest of materials, is used extensively for 
decorative purposes and with a little care may 
be made very effective. It may be made into 
bedroom portiéres, mats, table covers, and 
other articies, and is excellent for dran 
work. A handsome pair of portiéres made of 
this material have just been completed for a 
bedroom closet. The dark fawn ot the canvas 
is relieved about the edge by a wide band of 
outline stitch done in gold linen thread, and, 
above this runs a row of Greenaway figures in 
scariet and biue. The edge is tringed fora 
depth of six Inches, and a bow of scariest rib- 
bon ornaments a corner. 

A purse of netted silk is coveted by almost 
every woman. To make one, purchase aspool 
of knitting silk of the desired color—biack or 
scariet is the best—and with a crochet-needie 
make a chain ot forty-five stitches, and on this 
a ruw of long stitch, then one of close stitch, 
and so on until tne strip is about eight inches 
long. Thon sew together to form a bag, leav- 
ing the opening in the centre of the seam. 
Put a silk and bead fringe on both ends and 
purchase a pair of rings for the centre. If a 
beaded purse is desired the beads must be 
strung on the silk before crocheting is begun. 
The entire spool must be unwound, threaded 
with beads, and rewound on another spool). 


DAINTY TEA GOWNS. 


Elaborate and Beautiful Costumes for Aft- 
ernoon Entertainments. 

Afternoon tea gowns are marveis of beauty. 
Upon no other article of a lady's toilet is there 
a greater display of beautiful materials. A 
pretty one worn by a charming blonde was of 
pale blue sicilienne. The bodice, pointed in 
front, was cut in points at the back. A high 


collar and plastron of creamy lace, laid 
flat and showmg the contour of 
the figure, trimmed the bodice, and 


the sleeves were turned back with the lace, 
The underskirt was pleated and cut in van 
dykes, below which was a narrow toot-pleat- 
ing. The overdress was long and draped full 
at the back. On the left side it opened over a 
drapery of broad lace, which was turned back 
over the back drapery. Two large bows of 
satin ribbon, of ashade darker tban the dress, 
held the lace in position on the front drapery. 
On the right side the drapery was arranged in 
long points. 

A charming gown of black Chantilly lace is 
made over a skirt of black satin. On the bot 
tom of the satin skirt is laid three knife pleat- 
ings of bright orange satin, over which talis a 
ruche of lace. A deeper ruffle, gathered at 
the waist, meets the head of the narrow one. 
This is caught bere and there with long loops 
of orange coloredsatin ribbon. Tue back 4s 
very long and full. The bodice is of black 
velvet, laced in front and cut with a surplice 
bosom, which i filled in with orange-colored 
silk tulle. Short sleeves and long gioves. 

Another gown has the underskirt of helio- 
trope colored velvet embroidered to the knee 
in silk, gold thread, and beads. Over this falls 
a pointed drapery of brocade, in which the 
figure is tracedin gold thread.
